LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  30  states  as  follows: 

"There  was  very  little  activity  in  extra  staple  cotton  markets  during 
the  past  week,  and  sales  here  in  New  Bedford  were  at  a  minimum  with  very 
little  reported  from  either  Fall  River  or  Providence. 

"Current  quotations  on  forward  shipment  cotton  classed  on  government 
grade  and  staple  standards  are  given  herewith  for  strict  low  middling, 
for  middling  and  for  strict  middling  cotton,  F.O.B.  New  Bedford,  based 
on  March  futures: 

Inch  and  l/8th  -  280  to  300;  490  to  520;  575  to  625. 

Inch  and  3/l6ths  -  525  to  550;  900  to  950;  1,050  to  1,100. 

Inch  and  l/4th  -  825  to  900;  1,200  to  1,250;  1,350  to  1,400."
